8 Were marked with peculiar firmnefs and 
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intrepidity ; and in matters of intereft he was not 
eafily wronged or overborne. He repelled every 
attack with fuch vigor and refentment, that his 
enemies were rendered irreconcileable. 

But innocent as Was Grandier of the crime of 
magic, he was wudoubtedly chergeable on the 
{core of gallantry, in which he difcovered bat lit- 
tle felf-goverament and moderation—a part of his 
hiftory that will well account for many of thofe 
implacable enmities which he drew upon himfelf : 
and we may conclude, that the leait furious of his 
perfecutors were not among his defeated rivals, 
and the relations of the victims to his feduttive 
qualities. Amiditthe many amors with which he 
was embarrafled, there was but one miitrefs of 
his heart, and report gave this title to Magdieine 
de Brou, with whom ie was thought to have con- 
tracted a marriage of confcience; and to have 
written, for the greater repofe of her mind, his 
famous tréeatife againtt the celibacy of the clergy. 
But, as his heart was great and honorable, he 
was never known, by the flighteft breath of inti- 
mation, to {port with the charaGer of any female 
whofe charms had yiélded to his allurements. 
Notwithftanding the predominancy which this 
paffion had gained on his mird, it had not been 
able to fubdue or weeken the fentiments of piety 
and principles of faith with which it was infpir- 
ed; and we thal! {ce in the end that thefe qualities 
acquired their due afcendancy, and fupported 
him utder greater trials—greater than humanity 
is conftructed to bear, without the extraordinary 
fuccors and refources of a never-failing religion. 

Some legal vittories which his fuperior elo- 
quence wad aacele obtained in various ecclefiaf- 
tical contefts, excited the keeneft refeutment in 
the breafts of thofe he had defeated, which was 
moreover exafperated to an uncommon pitch by 
the difdainfal triumphs with which thefe victories 
were accompanied. Mounier and Mignon were 
the principal among this number, To thefe we 
may add the numerous relations of Barot, Prefi- 
dent des Elus, the uncle of Mignon, whom Gran- 
dier had treated with a mortifying contempt, in 
a difference which had taken place between 
them, and whofe great riches and connexions 
gathered round him an immenfe crowd of tharers 
in his refentment.. But the moft determined of 
all his enemies was Trinquant, the King’s Pro- 
cureur, whefe daughter’s aftetions had been won 
by Grandier, and to whom it was on good grounds 
fuppofed that her virtue had been likewife fur- 
readered. 

The expofure of the parties was prevented by 
an act of friendthip that deferves to be recorded. 
Marthe Pelletier, by whom the unfortunate girl 
was tenderly beloved, difgaifed from the world 
the fruits of the amor, and took upon herfelf the 
whole reproach, by deciaring the child to be her 
own, and beflowing upon it the cure of a tender 
mother. 

The enemies of Grandier, attraéted by a fym- 
pathy of hate, drew clofer and cloler together ; 
till at length a defperate combination was formed 
for his utter deftruftion. Accufation &pon accu- 
fation was preferred againft him, on the {core of 
hisimputed profligacies and impieties; but not a 
fing!e woman could be found to appear againt 





him, and the evidence altogether involved fo ma- 
ny palpable contradictions, that, although the 


part taken againitt him by the Bithop of Poisiers. 


procured his frequent imprifonment, the dtrength 
of his caufe triumphed over all the malice of his 
profecutors. He continued, however, to wind, 
up to the higheit poffible pitch the virulence of 
their hate, by the infulting and imperious deport- 
ment he adopted towards them, 


It was about this. time that the Archbithop of - 


Bourdeaux, in whofe coert he had been acquitted, 
and who appeared to .be well difpofed toward? 
him, on account of his fuperior attainments, ad- 
viléd him with inu¢h earneitnefs to abandon his 
prefent fituation, and feck repofe from the vin- 
dictive perfecutions of his enemies in fome diftant 
benefice. But, unhappily, Urbain Grandier was 
not of a character to follow thiscounfel: he loved 
too well the gratification of his vengeance, not to 
purfue the’ conqueils he had already made. It 
was fulpected, befides, that there lived a young 
perton at Loadun from whom he could not re- 
jolve to be feparated. Alas! what tranfcendancy 
of virtue is neceflary to oppofe this fort of temp- 
tation in a man whofe profeffion forbids him to 
marry, while the fenfibilities of an ardent com- 
plexion are urging him with all their fury, and 
the opportunities which a fine perfon affords are 
tempting him with all their settashou! 

It was in vain that the friends of Grandier re- 
monftrated with him againf the manifeft impru- 
deace of drawing upon himfelf the vengeance of 
an implacable and powerful cabal, and of chal- 
lenging the full effects of their utmoft malignan- 
cy, by an oppofition that could end in neither ho- 
nor nor advantage. He was not to be moved by 
thefe reprefentations, and continued to gall and 
irritate the feflering wounds he had inflited on 
the credit and feelings of his enemies, till at 
length they were prenees for a confpiracy fo 
dark, fo durable, fo complicated, that it may be 
faid to itand alone in the hiltory of the human 
heart. ‘The following was the plan of revenge 
adopted by this favage combination :—It appears 
that Mignon, with the aflitance of certain others 
dilpofed like himfelf, exercifed the Nuns of his 
Convent every day in playing the part of perfons 
pofleffed with devils. They were accordingly 
taught to imitate the contorfions and convulfions 
which are fuppofed to belong to this afflitted 
flate. 

It would not be unreafonable, in this place, for 
our readers to demand, how it was poflible for a 
whole Cenvent to be engaged in fuch an inhuman 
plot? how it was poflibie for the hearts of young 
and inexpericnced females to be thus hardene 
again& thofe feelings fo natural to their age and 
fex, in acafe too wherein yoath and high accom- 

lifhments were to be the mournful facrifice?— 

uch a quellion, however, can only be anfwered 
by the factitfelf. The whole ftory of their being 

offefled with devils appears unqueftionably to 
Sas been an impofture, to which Grandier was 
at length a victim; and as it feemed to have no 
other end but the dettruction of this devoted ob- 
ject of their hate, we are juhtified in fuppofing 
that it was purely in this view that the hse con- 
trivance was undertaken. Arguments too might 








eafily have been ufed with fuch young and prejudiced per- 
ffeniag the horrors of the fcene in which 
they were ating, drawn from the inserefts of their parti- 
cular Convent, and of the Church in general. They mig ht 
have been perfuaded, that it was praileworthy to operate 
towards ao end fo conducive to the honor ef the Church, 
as the ruin of fecha profligate character, by any, the foul- 
eft means ;---that they would render themsfelves confpicu- 
ous thereby to their country, and to Europe at large, and 
draw to themfelves a greater contribution of alms, and 
more numerous conflax of penfioners. However it was, 
they certainly, day alter day, for a length of time, were 
practifed in the parts of pesfons poffefied---in all the grime 
acés, contorfiess, and convulfions, which were fuppofed 
to indicate this’ terrible condition of humanity, It ‘was 
faid, that Mignon, their dire€tor, took care to bind them 
to fecrecy, as ‘well as to-co-operation, by the moft dark 
and tremendous oaths.
